of 48 over th a t of last y ear. 
The tow nship trustees report­ 
ed a to tal gain of 
21, w hich 
m akes a gain of 69 in the entire 
county over 19 30. 
Each y ear the school census is 
taken and referred to the state 
d epartm ent of education, and it 
is upon th e basis of the enum er­ 
ation th a t th e county receives 
its share in th e state distribu­ 
tion of school funds. 
T he census is taken of all per­ 
sons betw een 
6 and 21, w hether 
in school or not. In 1930 there 
were 
1,347 
children 
listed 
in 
Rushville, a gain of 32 over 19 29 . 
In 19 30 there were 1,155 of 
these persons enrolled in school, 
and th is y ear 1,216 are attending 
school. The report of Mrs. Al­ 
dridge reveals th a t th ere are 664 
w hite m ales, 6 6 8 w hite females, 
29 colored m ales and 34 colored 
fem ales living in Rushville of 
school age. 
Of those attend ing school in 
Rushville 821 are below the age 
of 14; 198 are between 14-15;

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HIGH OR LOW WAGES? 
It took almost a y ear after the on set of the 
curren t busin ess depression before the advocates 
of deflation foun d their voices. The coun try had 
been pretty well sold on the desirability of high 
wages an d short workin g hours; it is on ly re­ 
cen tly that men of promin en ce have begun to as­ 
sert that the depression will n ot en d un til wages 
are slashed an d hours of labor are len gthen ed. 
However, if it took a lon g time for this claim to 
be made man ifest, there are plen ty of sign s that 
we are goin g to hear a good deal of it from n ow 
on . On e by on e, the deflation ists are gettin g vo­ 
cal. Furthermore, in on e factory after an other, 
they are makin g Mieir in fluen ce felt very m a­ 
terially . 
On e of the san est criticisms of this attitude 
was provided recen tly by Mr. Glen n Fran k, presi­ 
den t of the Un iversity of Wiscon sin . Writin g in 
the May issue of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen an d En gin emen ’s Magazin e, Mr. Fran k 
rem arks: 
“Followin g the war, some of the more far­ 
sighted leaders of American busin ess an d in ­ 
dustry adopted a n ew credo that said a stable 
an d widely distributed prosperity an d healthy 
in dustrial developmen t required high wages, 
short hours an d low prices. This ran con trary 
to the n aive busin ess thin kin g of earlier gen era­ 
tion s that said low wages, lon g hours an d high 
prices made for maximum profit. 
“But outstan din g in dustries throughout the 
Un ited States proved by their balan ce sheets 
that high wages, short hours an d low prices were 
n ot on ly good for the masses, but also good for 
the man ufacturers. An d we are in the grip of de­ 
pression n ow, n ot because we followed this n ew 
credo of busin ess, but because we did n ot follow 
it gen erally en ough or apply it far en ough.” 
Then , turn in g directly to the lower wages 
crowd, he adds: 
“The in flation ists of y esterday brought the 


stock market to collapse. The deflation ists of to­ 
day will brin g our en tire busin ess sy stem to col­ 
lapse if they succeed in seducin g the majority 
of American busin ess men , ban kers an d in dus­ 
trialists to their poin t of view. 
“To speak with brutal fran kn ess—an d the 
times call for that sort of speakin g—the defla­ 
tion ists are, in my judgmen t, little men ridin g in 
big saddles, seekin g to lead a busin ess army to 
which they have n othin g to brin g except the 
strategy of their fear. They are big busin ess men 
who have fallen short of bein g BIG busin ess 
men .” 


TOURIST TRAFFIC 
Here is an other poin ted argumen t for the un i­ 
form traffic regulation proposed for all cities of 
the coun try . It is the expressed preferen ce by 
thousan ds of motorists when travelin g lon g dis­ 
tan ces to avoid the cen ters of population . The 
reason s are that goin g through a city is made a 
waste of time, that highway routes through the 
cities are n ot adequately marked, that con fusion 
arises from traffic regulation s, which vary from 
on e place to an other, an d that usually there is a 
lack of sufficien t parkin g space. 
The American Automobile Association , which 
foun d through a survey that 7 1 per cen t of large 
n umbers of motor car tourists would rather go 
aroun d than through a city n ot their destin ation 
explain s that con dition s objected to largely can 
be remedied by the cities themselves. 
It is a problem directly related to if n ot iden ­ 
tical with effective han dlin g of traffic within city 
limits. 
Un iform 
regulation s affectin g speed, 
parkin g, sign als an d other m atters would be an 
advan ced step. 
Wider traffic lan es in to an d through cities 
would be of equal assistan ce, while there is n o 
excuse for failure to mark highway routes 
through urban cen ters, so that the visitor may 
n ot become con fused or lost.

day in 30 A. D. generally regard- 
ed as Christ's last year of min- 
istry. 


The change was proposed in a 


supplemental report of the com- 
mittee submitted today to Secre- 
tary Stimson by George East- 
man, wealthy philanthropist^ It 
was suggested by Dr. Charles F. 
Marvin, chief of the weather bu- 
reau. 


Back in 1852, Dr. Marvin said, 


Pope Gregory dropped 10 days 
from the faulty Julian calendar. 
But the error that was accumu- 
lated up to that ,time was 12 
days, so the new Gregorian cal- 
endar still was two hays off. 


Dr. Marvin proposed that be- 


fore trading the present calendar 
for a 13-period year the two su- 
perfluous days be dropped. He 
used formulas and charts galore 
to prove there still was a two-day 
error and .to show how the 
change would make vernal eguin- 
oxes and whatnot come around 
when they should instead of 
"drifting," 


Complete correction of the er- 


ror, he said, would be significant 
to Christianity. 


Tt will be impressive to know 


in this twentieth century," he 
wrote, "that when we celebrate 
Good Friday, for example, 
the Gofxi Friday .in question is 
the exact anniversary, day name, 
year number and all, of the ori- 
.ginal day of the crucifixion.'' 


If the two days aren't dropped, 


the calendar is changed, and 
Easter is fixed on the Sunday 
nearest the exact anniversary of 
the 
resurrection, 
Dr. Marvin 


said, "that Sunday will be April 
9 (April 15 in a 13 month calen- 
dar) 
but the day will be the exact 


anniversary of the crucifixion, 
not of the resurrection." 


The committee report' will be 


transmitted to the preparatory 
committee on calendar reform, 
which will meet at Geneva on 
June 8 to arrange an interna- 
tional conference in October tin- 
der the auspices of -the League of 
Nations. It supplements the first 
report, submitted about two years 
ago, which recommended United 
States participation in the inter- 
national meeting.

Indianapolis, May 15—(AP)— 


Twentp-elght Indiana counties 
have farms on which a state- 
wide experiment is being made 
to test the value of more pot- 
ash in the fertilizer commonly 
used on corn land. 


Two farmers in each county 


are co-operating with a potash 
company by using 125 pounds 
to the acre of a fertilizer of the 
O-14-16 analysis and of the O-14- 
14 formula. The second figure 
indicates phosphoric acid and 
the third potash, plant foods 
contained in all complete fer- 
tilizers. 


Check plots will be left in each 


field and the plots will be han- 
dled to obtain definite informa- 
tion as to the increased yield 
obtained from the fertilizer high 
in potash.

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HIGH OR LOW WAGES? 


It took almost a year after the onset of the 


current business depression before the advocates 
of deflation found their -voices. The country had 
been pretty well sold on the desirability of high 
wages and short working hours; it is only re- 
cently that men of prominence have begun to as- 
sert that the depression will not end until wages 
are slashed and hours of labor are lengthened. 


However, if it took a long time for this claim to 


be made manifest, there are plenty of signs that 
we are going to hear a good deal of it from now 
on. One by one, the deflationists are getting vo- 
cal. Furthermore, in one factory after another, 
they are making iheir influence felt very ma- 
terially. 


One of the sanest criticisms of this attitude 


was provided recently by Mr. Glenn Frank, presi- 
dent of the "University of Wisconsin. Writing in 
the May issue of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen's Magazine, Mr. Frank 
remarks: 


"Following the war, some of the more far- 


sighted leaders of American business and in- 
dustry adopted a new credo that said a stable 
and widely distributed prosperity and healthy 
industrial development required high wages, 
short hours and low prices. This ran contrary 
to the naive business thinking of earlier genera- 
tions that said low wages, long hours and high 
prices made for maximum profit. 


"But outstanding industries throughout the 


United States proved by their balance sheets 
that high wages, short hours and low prices were 
not only good for the masses, but also good for 
the manufacturers. And we are in the grip of de- 
pression now, not because we followed this new 
credo of business, but because we did not follow 
it generally enough or apply it far enough." 


Then, turning directly to the lower wages 


crowd, he adds: 


"The 
inflationists of yesterday brought the 


stock market to collapse. The deflationists of to- 
day will bring our entire business system to col- 
lapse if they succeed in seducing the majority 
of American business men, bankers and indus- 
trialists to their point of view. 
- 


"To speak with brutal frankness—and, the 


times call for that sort of speaking—the defla- 
tionists are, in my judgment, little men riding" in 
big saddles, seeking to lead a business army to 
which they have nothing to bring except the 
strategy of their fear. They are big business men 
who have fallen short of being BIG business 
men."

TOURIST TRAFFIC 


Here is another pointed argument for the uni- 


form traffic regulation proposed for all cities of 
the country. It is the expressed preference by 
thousands of motorists when traveling long dis- 
tances to avoid the centers of population. The 
reasons are that going through a city is made a 
waste of tune, that highway routes through the 
cities are not adequately marked, that confusion 
arises from traffic regulations, which vary from 
one place to another, and that usually there is a 
lack of sufficient parking space.. 


The American Automobile Association, which 


found through a survey that 71 per cent of large 
numbers of motor car tourists would rather go 
around than through a city not their destination, 
explains that conditions. objected to largely can 
be remedied by the cities themselves. 


It is a problem directly related to if not iden- 


tical with effective handling of traffic within city 
limits. Uniform regulations affecting speed, 
parking, signals and other matters would be an 
advanced step. 


Wider traffic lanes into and through cities 


would be of equal assistance, while there is no 
excuse for failure to mark highway routes 
through urban centers, so that the visitor may 
not become confused or lost.

It takes very little 
ground upon which to locate a 
gas well—and maybe they wiE 
sink one and maybe not—but you 
can't help yourself and they are 
secure, as they can have no op- 
position. This is the secret of the 
haste and solicitude and yet 
many farmers are now forging 
the fetters that will rise up to 
curse them, in future years.

protect the priceless gas supply 
under your own soil if perchance 
it is there. They tempt you with, 
"free gas" duly limited, and one 
eighth of all oil but reserve the 
right to avoid or limit produc- 
tion.

owner, such privilege. Don't do it.
